GOLLI CONFESSES 



SUGAR IMPORTS 



THE MINERS 



IS HE FAILING? 



TROOPS ROUTED. 



That He Killed Canovas to Avenge Barce- 
lona Anarchists, and Insurgent Leadei 
Don Jose Rizea, Who Was Executed at 
Manila. 



At Six of the Principal Ports During 
the Month of July. 



Madrid, Aug. 10. — It appeared Mon- 
day evening that Golli, the assassin, 
represented himself as a correspondent 
of El Populo. 

The prisoner can not be tried under 
the laws providing for the trial and 
punishment of anarchists, as this law 
is so framed that a person prosecuted 
under its provisions must have used or 
attempted to use explosives in the com- 
mission or attempt to commit the crime 
charged against him. However, there 
is no doubt Golli will be summarily 
tried and sentenced. 

The public demands the adoption of 
stringent measures against anarchists 
and also against those who are in sym- 
pathy with them. 

Golli has confessed that he killed 
Senor Canovas to avenge the Barcelona 
anarchists and the insurgent leader 
Don Jose Rizal, who was executed at 
Manila, Philippine islands on Decem- 
ber 30 last, as the instigator of the 
Philippine rebellion. Dr. Rizal denied 
that he was a rebel leader, but he ad- 
mitted that he had drawn up the 
statutes of the Philippine league. 

In Golli’s room the police found Mon- 
day a large double-barreled pistol. It 
appears that when he left the house 
Sunday he carried a parcel which is be- 
lieved to have contained a bomb. The 
theory is that he hid this somewhere in 
the fields. 

A dispatch from Barcelona says that 
Golli arrived there in December, 1895, 
coming from Marseilles. He was em- 
ployed in the printing office of the Re- 
view Social Science, managed by the 
anarchist engineer, Tarrida Marmel, 
formerly imprisoned in Montjuich 
fortress at Barcelona. 

Golli was implicated in the terrible 
crime of the celebration of Corpus 
Christi, although he left Barcelona a 
few days before it occurred. 

He was denounced to the police for 
complicity, but he had already disap- 
peared. 

The funeral of Senor Canovas will 
will take place probably on Thursday. 
Meanwhile the remains will lie here in 
state. The Spanish newspapers, with- 
out regard to difference of political 
opinion, express their horror and in- 
dignation at the crime, and their satis- 
faction that the assassin is not a Span- 
iard. 

Madrid, Aug. 10. — Further details of 
the assassination show that Senor Can- 
ovas del Castillo and his wife were 
present Sunday morning at the cele- 
bration of mass in the chapel attached 
to the baths. After mass the premier 
was reading and conversing with some 
reporters when the assassin approached 
and fired three shots at him with a re- 
volver, hitting him in the forehead, 
chest an left ear. The wounded man 
fell to the ground crying: ‘‘Assassin! 

Long live Spain!” 

The murderer, who was immediately 
seized by the people who were in the 
vicinity of the crime, was severely han- 
dled and might have been killed had it 
not been for the protection afforded 
him by a number of civil guards who 
soon ran to the scene of the assassina- 
tion. The prisoner, who declared he 
had killed the premier ‘‘in the accom- 
plishment of a just vengeance,” at first 
gave the name of Rinaldi and claimed 
that the deed was the outcome of an 
extensive anarchist conspiracy. Later, 
however, the assassin confessed that 
his real name was Michelo 
Angine Golli, that he was 26 years of 
age, a native of Boggia, near Naples, 
and that he left Italy and came to 
Spain in 1896. After reaching Spain, 
Golli. according to his confession, re- 
sided at Barcelona and participated 
in the doings of the various anarchist 
associations of that place and vicinity. 
After sojourning at Barcelona for some 
time, Golli visited France and Belgium 
and returned to Spain in July last. 

In appearance Golli is of medium 
height, wears a full beard and spec- 
tacles, and his manner is that of a quiet, 
law-abiding citizen. He says he is sat- 
isfied with having done “his duty,” and 
asserts that he had no personal grudge 
against the premier, and w r as merely 
obeying orders received from his super- 
iors in the secret society to which he 
belonged. He frankly professes an- 
archist doctrines, says he was sent in 
1895 to three months' imprisonment in 
the jail at Lucerne in Italy, and claims 
that he escaped from there to Mar- 
seilles, from which port he made hi* 
way to Barcelona. 

Senora A. Canovas, wife of the pre- 
mier, who was but a short distance 
away from her husband when the 
crime was committed, rushed to his 
side upon hearing the shots. As the 
premier lay dying on the ground she 
bitterly reproached the murderer for 
his crime. Golli, in reply to the agoniz- 
ing words of the distracted wife, said: 
“1 respect you because you are an hon- 
orable lady’, but I have done my duty, 
and I am now easy in my mind, for I 
have avenged my friends and brothers 
of Montjuich.”

Rich Gold Strike in California. 



YVeaverville, Cal.. Aug. 10. — Great 
excitement prevails at Trinity Center 
and vicinity over a rich strike made by 
the Graves brothers and Henry Carter 
in the drift claim of the Coffee creek. 
In four days they took out gold valued 
at $68,000. The largest piece was worth 
$12,000. They expect to take from $150,- 
000 to $200,000 oat of the pocket. The 
gold is coarse and lies betw een w alls of 
porphry and resembles melted gold 
poured in the seams. 



Washington, Aug. 11. — The treasury 
statement of the imports of sugar 
shows that the July importations at 
the six principal ports, Baltimore, Bos- 
ton, New Orleans, New York, Philadel- 
phia and San Francisco, aggregated 

178.004.000 pounds, valued at $4,152,245. 
Of this amount 43,009,113 pounds, val- 
ued at $1,242,363, came in free under 
the reciprocity treaty with Hawaii. 

The naval armor board was in ses- 
sion again Tuesday in the ordnance 
bureau, devoting nearly all of the time 
to a study of the accumulated informa- 
tion in the navy department bearing 
on the subject of their investigation. 
Of this there is a great store, including 
the great mass of data collected for the 
benefit of Secretary Herbert when he 
reported to congress upon the cost of 
production of armor and also the ma- 
terial collected in pursuance of the in- 
vestigation into the defective armor 
supplied some years ago by one 
of the firms. The board has 
arranged for a visit to Bethlehem and 
also to Carnegie’s armor works. Beth- 
lehem will be visited Monday morning, 
just how long a stay will be made there 
has not yet been settled, but from there 
the board will go to Carnegie's place, 
near Pittsburgh. Both of the armor 
makers have volunteered to admit the 
members of the board individually to 
the interior of their establishments 
and to furnish all proper information 
called for, which removes an expected 
obstacle to the investigation. 

Dr. Joseph J. Kinyoun, passed assist- 
ant surgeon United States marine hos- 
pital service, has been designated by 
the secretary of the treasury to repre- 
sent this government at the interna- 
tional exposition on hygiene and sani- 
tary service on ship board, to be held 
in Brussels in September. Dr. Kinyoun 
has also been appointed a delegate to the 
Berlin International conference to be 
held in October to discuss the leprosy 
question. Dr. Kinyoun has been in- 
structed to visit the several bacterio- 
logical laboratories on the continent 
for the purpose of obtaining informa- 
tion for the use of the Marine hospital 
service as to recent advances in the in- 
vestigation of contagious diseases. Dr. 
Kinyoun will return to the United 
States in December next. 

The state department has not yet re- 
ceived the application from the British 
government for permission to run a 
telegraph line through the United 
States territory connecting the gold 
fields of the Klondyke with the outer 
world. It is said that the application 
will raise a new question only compar- 
able to that which was involved in the 
establishment of the mixed mail route 
in Alaska, which gave rise to so much 
talk. 

Secretary Bliss has taken cognizance 
of the rush to the Klondyke gold fields 
and Alaska and has issued the follow- 
ing warning to the general public: 

To Whom it May Concern: 

In view of information received at 
this department that 3,000 persons with 

2.000 tons of baggage and freight are 
now waiting at the entrance to White 
pass in Alaska for an opportunity to 
cross the mountains to the Yukon 
river, and that many more are 
preparing to join them, I deem 
it proper to call the attention of 
all who contemplate making that trip 
to the exposure, privation, suffering 
and danger incident thereto at this ad- 
vanced period of the season, even if 
they should succeed in crossing the 
mountains. To reach Dawson City, 
when over the pass, 700 miles of dif- 
ficult navigation on the Yukon river, 
without adequate means of transporta- 
tion, will still be before them, and it is 
doubtful if the journey can be com- 
pleted before the river is closed by ice. 

I am moved to draw public notice to 
these conditions by the gravity of the 
possible consequences to people de- 
tained in the mountainous wilderness 
during five or six months of an arctic 
winter, where no relief can reach them 
however great the need.

Washington, Aug. 11.— The William 
( ramp *fc Sons Ship & Engine Building 
Co., of Philadelphia, Tuesday brought 
suit against the United States govern- 
ment in the court of claims to recover 
damages alleged to have been in- 
curred by the company in build- 
ing the battleships Massachusetts, 
Iowa and Indiana, and the 
cruisers New York, Brooklyn and Co- 
lumbia. The complainants cite delays 
and defaults of the United States in 
furnishing the armor plate and plans 
under the contracts as the basis of the 
proceedings. 

The amounts elaimed in the several 
suits aggregate the sum of $1,736,149. 

YY AsiiiNGTON, Aug. 11. — The returns 
for cotton to the department of agri- 
culture indicate an average condition 
of 86.9 on August 1, as compared with 

86.0 on July 1, an increase of nine- 
tenths of one point. The average con- 
dition August 1. 1896, was 80.1, and the 
average condition on August 1 for the 
last ten years is 86.1. There has been 
a decided improvement in Georgia, 
North** Carolina and South Car- 
olina where the conditions 
have advanced ten, seven and 
six points respectively. 



In the Spring: Hill Mine* Are Getting: Sixty. 

Nine Cento— They Go Back to Work Thu* 

Further Complicating: the Situation. 

Pittsburgh, Aug. 12. — The fact just 
made public that the men at work in 
the Spring Hill mine of Dempster, 
Boyd & Co., were getting 69 cents, has 
further complicated the strike situa- 
tion. This rate has been paid since 
July 16. 

There are 99 men at work in this 
mine, and 200 mine wagons are mined 
every day. This is dumped directly 
into the tenders of locomotives on the 
Pennsylvania railroad. 

An effort will be made by the strik- 
ers to get the miners out, but the latter 
say they will continue at work until 
forced out. The latest movement of 
the strikers indicate that the miners’ 
leaders have abandoned all hope of 
drawing the coke region into the strike 
and have adopted a plan of using the 
cokers to assist the strikers in a more 
profitable way. 

Committees have been in the coke 
region all week collecting money and 
provisions. The headquarters of the 
district officials of the United Mine 
Workers in this city are still besieged 
with piteous appeals for aid from the 
starving women and children of the 
starving miners. More than $1,000 
worth of provisions have been dis- 
tributed during the last two day’s, and 
the requests for help are away in ex- 
cess of the means to respond. Around 
the Bunola mine, and along the Wheel- 
ing division of the B. & O. railroad, the 
suffering seems to be worst. In many 
homes there seems to be nothing but 
dry bread to eat, and in some cases not 
even this. 

Arrangements have been made for a 
big labor meeting in McKeesport Sat- 
urday evening, which all the striking 
miners in the Turtle Creek and Monon- 
gahela valleys are expected to attend. 
The meeting will be in charge of the 
striking puddlers’ committee. 

The striking miners, w ho were former 
employes of the New York and Cleve- 
land Gas Coal Co., met Wednesday af- 
ternoon and formed a permanent or- 
ganization and appointed a committee 
from each mine to take charge of the 
strike at these mines. 

Following the organization they at- 
tended a meeting at Turtle Creek ad- 
dressed by Mrs. Jones, of Chicago, at 
which 3,000 miners and their wives 
were present from the different sec- 
tions of the district. 

The feature of the meeting was the 
crowning of Emma Haas with a wreath 
of daisies by Mrs. Jones, who presented 
here to the miners as the “Joan of Arc 
of America.” This is the 16-year-old 
cripple who came into prominence 
through firing a pistol as the miners 
marched pas\ her home on their daily 
visits to the mines. Her father was 
working in Plum Creek mine and 
she said she fired the pistol to 
enthuse her father with the just cause 
of the strikers. She was brought be- 
fore the deputies and the pistol was 
taken from her. She was told if she 
repeated the performance she would be 
sent to the reform school. Mrs. Jones 
said the girl \yill be sent to school and 
educated for her future w’ork in life. 
It is intended to make of her a speaker 
on economic and industrial topics.

New York, Aug. 11.— Secretary Sher- 
man, through a New York newspaper, 
Tuesday denies that he has submitted 
to any interviews within the past twc 
weeks, and in mild fashion declares 
that everything published as coming 
from him was imagination on the part 
of those writing the articles. 

Mr. Sherman must either be most for- 
getful or his mental faculties are seri- 
ously impaired. Monday at tfce state 
department he talked very freely with 
every one who called there to ask him 
about Canovas" assassination. 

Sunday night, at his residence, the 
secretary was unusually communica- 
tive to newspaper men. 

As an illustration that something is 
wrong with the venerable statesman, it 
can be stated that on Sunday evening, 
when the representative of a local pa- 
per called and first notified him of the 
Spanish premier's death, Mr. Sherman 
seemed lost and inquired: Canovas? I 
know T he was a Spanish official, but I 
forget whether he was a liberal or con- 
servative in politics.” 

Some of Sherman’s friends insist 
that it is more absent-mindedness than 
mental decay. They argue that as long 
as five years ago in the senate he got 
badly tangled in his speeches and some- 
times several minutes elapsed before 
he could proceed, and that when he did 
he was given to repetition and state- 
ments which had no bearing on the 
subject discussed. 

It is well known here that Sherman 
is the easiest man in the cabinet to in- 
terview’, and he talks freely on most 
important subjects. 

His denial of the interviews for 
which the British severely criticise 
him is looked upon here as strange, in 
view of the fact that he gave absolute 
consent for these publications. 

There is no doubt that the indiscret 
utterances of the secretary cause the 
other high government officials much 
concern, and it is believed that pres- 
sure has been brought to bear on him 
to deny having authorized the re- 
cent interviews regarding England and 
Spain. 



Decisive Battle Between Spaniards aai In* 
sargents— Spanish Loss in Officers and Men 
■Said to Have Been Heavy. 

Havana. Aug. 12. — Official informa* 
tion has reached Havana of a decisive 
battle between the Spanish troops and 
patriot forces in Matanzas. The Span- 
ish troops were routed after a hard 
battle with heavy losses. 

This news caused a sensation in Ha- 
vana, as Capt. Gen. YVeyler is now in 
Matanzas, and there is belief that the 
Spanish troops directly under him were 
those which suffered defeat. 

Geu. Gomez and a large force of 
patriots were due in Matanzas about 
this time, and he probably led the Cu- 
bans, though this is only surmise. 

The Spanish loss in officers and men 
is said to have been greater than in 
any recent battle. The Spanish were 
compelled to give way, leaving many 
dead on the field. 

Much concern is exhibited at the pal- 
ace. The rapid concentration of Cuban 
troops upon the Santa Clara border has 
been noted here, and fears are enter- 
tained that the Cubans, flushed with 
their success in Matanzas, will attempt 
a demonstration against Havana. 

Gen. Gomez himself may have led 
such an attack, but it is more probable 
this work will be left to his lieutenant, 
Maj. Gen. Carillo. 

A rumor reached this city that rail- 
road traffic had been stopped on almost 
all the lines running through Matanzas 
province. 

Excitement was added to by a later 
report that Gen. YVeyler had ordered 
the Marquis d’ Ahumada, the acting 
governor general, to send as large a 
force of troops as could be spared tc 
the vicinity of Guines, near the border 
of Havana and Matanzas provinces. 
Additional artillery was shipped tc 
Guines. 

The present situation of Gen. Weyler 
is similar to that of Martinez Campos, 
when he tried in December, 1895, tc 
check the famous raid of Gomez and 
Maceo, and was compelled to fall hack 
successively at Colon, Jovellanos and 
Coliseo.

CANOVAS* ASSASSIN 



Alderman Sentenced for Contempt. 

Chicago, Aug. 12. — Alderman YY’illiam 
Mangier was sentenced YY ednesday by 
Judge Dunne to pay a fine of $1,000 and 
serve 90 days in the county jail for con- 
tempt of court. Alderman Mangier, a 
few weeks ago, publicly stated that he 
had been approached by a prominent 
business man with an offer of $2,000 to 
vote for the General Electric Street 
railway franchise ordinance. On be- 
ing summoned by the grand jury to 
testify to the name of the alleged busi- 
ness man, Alderman Mangier refused, 
claiming that in telling his story he 
would incriminate himself. His per- 
sistent refusal to testify, although 
promised immunity for himself, led to 
the contempt proceedings. 



Has Been Identified as Michael Augiolino, 
of Foggia, Italy. 

Madrid, Aug. 11.— A dispatch from 
Lucera, Italy, says that the Italian 
police have identified Golli, the assas- 
sin of Senor Canovas as Michael Angio- 
lino. He is 33 years of age and was 
born at Foggia, capital of the province 
of that name in the Apulian plain. 

His military record was very bad. 
He proved an indifferent and disobedi- 
ent soldier and was sent for three 
years’ service in the disciplinary bat- 
talion. Subsequently he became a 
compositor. 

In Aptil, 1896, he was sentenced to 18 
months’ imprisonment for dissemi- 
nating anarchist propoganda. but after 
serving a part of the term he escaped 
to Spain. He comes of an honest fam- 
ily. His father, who is a tailor, is grief- 
stricken by the crime of the son. 

The provisional and coinmual coun- 
cils of Foggia have sent telegrams of 
of condolence to the Spanish govern- 
ment. denouncing he assassin. 



And Much Damage to Property the Result 
of the Earthquake in India. 

San Francisco, Cal., Aug. 12. — Ad- 
ditional details of the great earthquake 
in June which made all India tremble, 
received in mail advices, confirm the 
original reports of its severity. In 
Northern Bengal, Assam and Cachar 
the shocks continued for some time. 
The mortailitv in the Cherra hills is 
estimated at from 4,000 to 6,000. 

! At Goal Para a tidal wave destroyed 
the bazar and 60 lives were lost. The 
earth is fissured and the country is cov- 
ered with mud and sand. The tele- 
graph office at Cherra and all Pucca 
buildings were destroyed and the na- 
tives were forced to flee for their lives. 

The country is flooded, as the earth 
has ‘subsided along the banks of the 
Brahmaputra, causing great damage to 
the crops. Similar reports are received 
from many other places.

A NEW NEW ENGLAND. 

Tlie Effect of the Network of Trolley 
Roads. 

The trolley roads are rapidly cover- 
ing Massachusetts, Rhode Island and 
Connecticut wfith a network that is 
slowly and surely redistributing the 
population; it seems almost inevitable 
that a great part of the present rural 
area of these three states will ultimate- 
ly be included in the suburbs of their 
numerous and widely scattered indus- 
trial centers and of their dozen or more 
larger cities. When this condition ar- 
rives, if it does arrive, rural life will 
have become suburban and farming, 
aside from market gardening, will have 
practically disappeared. The bicycle 
and good roads are exerting a minor 
but considerable influence in the same- 
direction. 

Equally important is the fact that 
large areas in all sections of New Eng- 
land are in process of transformation 
from farms to sites of country seats. 
Residents of the cities are coming more 
and more to make their real homes in 
the country. They are building their 
country houses w ith more comfort and 
more solidity, and are living in them 
a much larger part of the year than 
formerly. The country season extends 
already from the 1st of May to the 1st 
of November, and is still lengthening. 
Improved railway and steamboat trans- 
portation, the. multiplication of large 
fortunes, greater leisure, above all a 
growing appreciation of the sports and 
resources of country life, have contrib- 
uted to this result. It looks very much 
as if our urban society were attaching 
itself primarily to the land — living on 
the land and leaving it for the city only 
in the festive season. Whether this ten- 
dency will produce again a landed aris- 
tocracy instead of an aristocracy of 
other forms of wealth, who can say? 
One thing only is sura — it would pro- 
duce thereby a new New England. — 
Atlantic.

ALASKAN NATIVES. 

They Are Proud and Intelligent, In 
Spite of RaggedneHs and Squalor. 

John Muir, the California naturalist 
and discoverer of the great Muir 
glacier, writes of “The Alaska Trip.” 
On the arrival of the steamer most 
of the passengers make haste to go 
ashore to see the curious totem-poles in 
front of the massive timber houses of 
the Indians, and to buy curiosities, 
chiefly silver bracelets hammered from 
dollars and half-dollars and tastefully 
engraved by Indian workmen; blankets 
better than those of civilization, woven 
from the wool of wild goat® and sheep; 
carved spoons from the horns of these 
animals; Shaman rattles, miniature 
totem-poles, canoes, paddles, stone 
hatchets, pipes, baskets, etc. Tlie 
traders in these curious wares are 
mostly women and children, who gather 
on the front platforms of the half- 
dozen stores, sitting on their blankets, 
seemingly careless whether they sell 
anything or not, every other face 
blackened hideously, a naked circle 
about the eyes and on the tip of thq 
nose, where the smut has been weath- 
ered off. The larger girls and the 
young women are brilliantly arrayed 
in ribbons and calico, and shine among 
the blackened and blanketed old crones 
like scarlet tanagers in a flock of 
blackbirds. Besides curiosities, most 
of them have berries to sell, red, yel- 
low and blue, fresh and dewy, and look- 
ing wondrous clean as compared with 
the people. These Indians are proud 
and intelligent, nevertheless, and main- 
tain an air of self-respect which no 
amount of raggedness and squalor can 
wholly subdue. 

Many eonoes may be seen along tlie 
shore, all fashioned alike, with long 
and beak-like sterns and prows, the 
largest carrying 20 or 30 people. What 
the mustang is to the Mexican vaquero 
the canoe is to the Indian of the Alaska 
coast. They skim over the glassy, shel- 
tered waters far and near to fish and 
hunt and trade, or merely to visit their 
neighbors. Yonder goes a whole fam- 
ily, grandparents and all, the prow oJ 
(their canoe blithely decorated with 
handfuls of purple epilobium. They 
are going to gather berries, as the 
baskets show. Nowhere else in mv 
travels, north or south, have I seen 
so many berries. The woods ami 
meadows and open spaces along tho 
shores are full of them — huckleberriea 
of many species, salmon-berries, rasp- 
berries, blackberries, currants and 
gooseberries, with fragrant strawber- 
ries and service-berries on the drier 
grounds, and cranberries in. the bogs, 
sufficient for every worm, bird and 
human being in the territory, ami 
thousands of tons to spare. The In- 
dians at certain seasons, roving in 
merry bands, gather large quantities, 
beat them into paste, and then press 
the paste into square cakes and dry 
them for winter use, to be eaten as a 
kind of bread with their oily salmon. 
Berries alone, with the lavish bloom 
that belongs to them, are enough to 
show how fine and rich this northern 
wilderness must l>e. — Century.

Nothing in the history of electrical 
phenomena parallels an occurrence of 
some five jears ago at Bomges, Fiance. 
Eighteen men of the Thirty-seventh 
regiment of artillery were marching 
just outside of the town when a sud- 
den shower of rain made them run for 
shelter. While in the act a flash of 
lightning mowed the whole party dow*n 
wdth the exception of the commanding 
officer. The first ranks were not badly 
injured, but four men remained insen- 
sible and were carried to the hospital, 
where one named Boureau. who, curi- 
ously enough, had been walking a little 
apart from the rest. died.

Turn a teaspoonful of sugar from one 
cup to another, until their buttered sur- 
faces are w’ell eoated with sugar; then 
divide the pudding mixture between 
the cups, steam the pudding about 
three-quarters of an hour, setting them 
in a closely-covered steamer over a ket- 
tle of boiling w ater. The same pudding 
may be baken in a rather quick oven 
for half an hour instead of being 
steamed. Ser\e the puddings with a 
hard sauce of butter and sugar. 

Currants make a delicious meringue 
pie. Stew a quart of well-steamed red 
currants, adding a tablespoonful of 
water, merely to prevent their burning. 
After cooking them ten minutes strain 
out the seeds and skins, but let as 
much as possible of the pulp pass with 
the juice through the puree sieve they* 
are strained in. Add a cup of sugar 
to the currant pulp, and a teaspoonful 
of corn starch moistened with a little 
water. Let the thickened mixture boil 
for ten minutes over the fire, stirring it 
constantly. Line a tin pieplate with 
pastry and pour in the thickened cur- 
rant pulp, and bake the pie for 40 or 50 
minutes. Make a meringue of the 
whites of two eggs and two tablespoon- 
fuls of sugar. Spread it over the pie 
while it is still warm, and return it to 
the oven. Let it bake for 20 minutes, 
turning off the heat, so that it will be 
only faintly* tinged with brown. A 
good currant pie is made of two cups 
of ripened currants and a cup of su- 
gar. Mix the currants and sugar thor- 
oughly’ together and till a pieplate. 
Scatter a few stoned raisins over the 
currants. Cover the pie with narrow 
strips of puff paste or with an entire 
cover. Bake it 50 minutes; then remove 
it from Ihe oven and dredge it with 
sugar. Return it to the oven for a mo- 
ment or two to melt the sugar enough 
to make it cling to the pie. — N. Y. 
Tribune.

FrnMratpil Plot for the Permanent 
Occupation of Conquered Mexico. 

It may surprise many readers to learn 
that overtures were made to Gen. Scott 
by many Mexicans of position and by 
many* American officers to permanent- 
ly occupy Mexico and organize a new 
government.

Puxzlea for Those Who Find Them 
Interesting. 

Who has not, at some period of his 
existence, been asked: “If a goose 

eighs ten pounds and a half *its own 
what is the weight of the 
£oose?” And w ho has not been tempt- 
id to reply on the instant, 15 pounds. 
The correct answer being, of course, 20 
pounds. Indeed, it is astonishing what 
a very simple query will sometimes 
catch a wise man napping. Even the fol- 
lowing have been known to succeed: 

“How many days would it take to cut 
up a piece of cloth 50 yards long, one 
yard being cut off every' day?” 

Or again: “A snail climbing up a 

post 20 feet high ascends five feet 
every day and slips down four feet 
every' night; how long will the snail 
take to reach the top of the post?” 

Or again: “A wise man having a win- 
dow one yard high and one yard wide, 
and, requiring more light, enlarged the 
window' to twice its former size; yet the 
window was still only one yard high 
and one yard wide. How was this 
clone?” This is a catch question in ge- 
ometry, as the preceding were catch 
questions in arithmetic — the window 
being diamond shaped at first and aft- 
erward made square. 

As to the two former, it is scarcely 
necessary seriously to point out that the 
the answer to the first is not 50 days, but 
49; and to the second, not 20 days, but 
16 — since the snail, who gains one foot 
each day for 15 days, climbs on the 
sixteenth day on the top of the pole and 
there remains. 

A very curious number is 142,857, 
which, multiplied by 1, 2, 3, 4, 5 or 6, 
gives the same figures in the same or- 
der, beginning at a different point, but 
if multiplied by 7 it gives all nines; 
multiplied by 1 it equals 142,857; multi- 
plied by 2 it equals 285,714; multiplied 
by 3, equals 428,751; multiplied by 4, 
equals 571,428; multiplied by 5, equals 
714,285; multiplied by 6, equals 857,142; 
multiplied by 7, equals 999,999; multi- 
ply 142,857 by 8, and you have 1,142,856. 
Then add the first figure to the last and 
you have 142.857 — the original num- 
ber, the figures exactly the same as at 
the start. 

The number 37 has this strange pe- 
culiarity: Multiply by 3, or any multiple 
of three, up to 27, it gives three figures 
all alike. Thus 3 times 37 will be 111; 
twice 3 times (6 times) 37 will be 222; 
3 times 3 times (9 times) 37 gives three 
threes; four times three times (12 
times) 37. three fours; and so on. 

The wonderful procreative power of 
figures — or, rather, their accumulative 
growth — has been exemplified in the fa- 
miliar story of the farmer undertaking 
to pay his farrier one grain of wheat 
for the first nail, two for the second, and 
so on, and found that he had bargained 
to give the farrier more wheat than was 
grown in all England. 

Here is another example: Take the 
number 15, we will say; multiply that 
by itself, and you get 225. Now multi- 
ply 225 by itself, and so on until 15 prod- 
ucts have been multiplied by them- 
selves in turn. 

You don’t think that a difficult prob- 
lem! Well, you may be a clever math- 
ematician, but it would take you about 
a quarter of a century to work out this 
simple little sum. The final product 
( ailed for contains 38,589 figures, the 
first of which are 1,442. Allowing three 
figures to an inch, the answer would be 
over 1,070 feet long. To perform the op- 
eration would require about 500,000,000 
figures. If they can be made at the 
rate of one a minute, a person working 
at the rate of ten hours a day for 300 
da vs in each vear would be 28 years 
about it. If, in multiplying, he should 
make a row of ciphers, as he does in 
other figures, the number of figures 
would be more than 523,939,228. This 
would be the precise number of figures 
used if the product of the left hand fig- 
ure in each multiplicand by each fig- 
ure of the multiplier was always a sin- 
gle figure; but. as is most frequent. and 
yet not always two figures, the method 
emploj'ed to obtain the foregoing re- 
sult cannot be accurately applied. As- 
suming that the cipher is used on an 
average once in ten times, 4.75,000,000,- 
<000 approximates the actutil number. — 
Brooklyn Eagle. 



AMERICAN HORSES. 



Many to Be Exported for l T Se In the 
French Cavalry Service. 

An experimental shipment of 100 horses 
from this country is to be made to 
France for use in the army. If they 
ship well aud prove satisfactory to the 
French inspector a regular purchasing 
depot will be established at some point 
in this country. Louis Noel has been 
sent to Kansas City to act as purchas- 
ing agent of the first consignment. 
Some mules will also be included. Dr. 
Gracieux de Malliol made the report to 
the French government W'hich resulted 
in commissioning ~Mr. Noel as purchas- 
ing agent, and he is thus quoted: “In 
a few years America will not have 
enough horses to supply the old coun- 
try. France alone has 130 regiments of 
cavalry, and each regiment has about 
1.000 head of horses. France has the 
finest cavalry in the world. She never 
pays less than $200 apiece for the horses 
of her private soldiers, and her officers’ 
horses cost her from $500 to $700 apiece. 
No other country can compete with 
America in fine bred horses."” If the 
French government is willing to pay 
from $200 to $700 for army horses some 
Aery fine remounts can be secured. It 
is true that horses worth those prices 
are none too plentiful, but such figures 
w'ill bring them to market. We im- 
agine, however, that there is somewhat 
of braggadocio in the statement, and 
w'ould expect to find Mr. Noel driving as 
hard a bargain with sellers as any other 
buyer, and paying about as low prices. 

As an addenda to the foregoing comes 
the announcement that an agent of the 
French government has purchased at 
and around the race track at Forsyth 
near Chicago, some 55 head of thorough- 
breds at $125 or less per head for use in 
the French cavalry. This is much of a 
departure from the time-honored con- 
viction that the half-bread is much bet- 
ter for army service than the thorough- 
bred. Possibly serviceable “skates” can 
be picked up around a race track for 
$125, but it -seems rather doubtful. The 
price paid quite justifies our prediction 
as to figures that will probably be of- 
fered in the Kansas City market by the 
agent of the French government. How- 
ever, we welcome all buyers who will 
take our horses — cheap or high class. 
Our own army officers who do not make 
boasts concerning the character of the 
remounts they purchase, and who are 
limitedr in price, have difficulty enough 
in getting horses that till their require- 
ments, and if our friends from France 
obtain what they want at prices they 
can afford to pay, we shall certainly be 
glad to deliver to them the goods.— 
Breeders’. J ournal.

where at new breeding gobbler has late- 
lj' been introduced. They generally 
do best on land where they have not 
been kept for years. As a rule, it is 
more difficult to raise them each year 
they are kept on a place, especially if a 
large number are grown. Twenty 
years ago it was easy for anyone te 
raise turkeys. When a place or region 
is overstocked turkey diseases become 
prevalent. Many in the east have given 
up turkey raising on account of loss 
from disease and those produced in- 
ferior stock on account of western com- 
petition. In turkey raising, as in pro- 
ducing any other crop, it pays best to 
raise the best.” 

This shows where western breeders 
have the advantage. There is no part 
of the west that has ever been over- 
stocked with turkeys, and the breed- 
ing of them is steadily gaining ground 
in this paTt <rf the country. There was 
a time not long ago when Rhode Island 
terkeys stood at the head of the market 
alKl Narragajisett turkeys were the 
beirt that <eould be produced anywhere. 

Now the bronze turkey is at the head 
and those produced in the west sell as 
well as those from the east in any mar- 
ket where they are offered. 

With ereap feed, unlimited range 
and a market that is rarely over- 
stocked, those who breed turkeys in the 
west are almost certain to make more 
money than those who breed any other 
kind of stock. — Farmers’ Yoice.

The approach from the south to La 
Grange. Ala., i* marked by the fine 
view into the valley of the Tennessee 
river, 300 or 400 feet below, which it 
presents, and 1 by the masses of sand- 
stone lying around the village, where it 
has been precipitated from the cliffs 
above by the wearing away of the lime- 
stone u r *der them. But the most inter- 
esting and remarkable feature of the 
locality, says Henry McCalley in his 
geological report of the valley region, 
and the one for which La Grange will 
always be distinguished, is the profu- 
sion of the remains of fossil plants. 
Nowhere can one gain better ideas of 
the magnificence of the flora of the coal 
period than at this place. Trunks of 
lepidodendron two or three feet in di- 
ameter lie buried and protruding from 
The debris of the sandstone. These 
trunks have in general preserved 1 their 
form and are not at all compressed, 
whereby they show that they stood 
erect in the bed's that inclosed them. 
Although stripped of their bark, the 
scars are plainly impressed on their 
surface. — Popular Science Monthly.

Iambs a “situating” they will never re- 
cover from. 

Makes no difference how good a ram 
is. if he is a scrub, never use him. Sell 
him to the butcher; buy a recorded ram, 
breed your best ewes to him, and you 
will notice the difference in the Iambs at 
once. 

An old sheep keeper says that good 
fat sheep never lose their wool. Wool 
is lost through lice, ticks or scab, due to 
a mite, and none of these beasts can 
endure fat. Poor sheep is always their 
feeding ground. 

If wool is the principal object inbreed- 
ing, then a ram with plenty of wool- 
bearing surface, yielding a washed 
fleece of at least 15 pounds, should be 
selected. His wool should be of strong 
fiber, coarse crimp. A ram should not 
have a ewe’s fleece. — Rural World. 



THE MARKETS 



The Jaw of the Sheep. 

There is a peculiarity in Ihe mechan - 
ism of a sheep’s jaw and grinders that 
helps one to understand the reason why 
sheep are able to get so much nutriment 
from their food. In noticing a sheep 
chewing its cud it cannot but be ob- 
served that the jaw has a peculiar mo- 
tion from side to side. The branches 
of the lower jaw are closer together 
than the molars are in the upper. Then 
in their molars their edge have differ- 
ent slopes. In the upper row the facs 
of the molar slopes very decidedly from 
the higher inner edge to the lower out- 
er, while in molars of the lower jaw the 
face slopes from the outer edge to the 
higher inner. These things, together 
with the rough surfaces of the molars, 
give a sheep the power to thoroughly 
grind it* food. — Porf. J. A. Craig.

A Kovel Gape Care.

Four Characteristics of the Little Drum- 
mer of the Woods. 

There is an article by Frank M. 
Chapman in St. Nicholas on “The 
Little Drummer of, the Woods,” giving 
much curious information concerning 
the wood pecker. Mr. Chapman says: 

If we had m woodpecker in our hands, 
we should see in the beginning that its 
bill is not slightly hooked, with the 
upper mandible turned down at its end 
and overlapping the under mandible, as 
in the crow and other birds that ‘‘pick 
up a living, ” but that both mandibles 
are of equal length and cut squarely 
off at the tip. It is, therefore, like a 
wedge or ohisel. 

Perhaps the tip of the bird’s tongue 
will be seen appearing through its near- 
ly closed mandibles, and our attention 
is at once attracted by its peculiar 
shape. We discover that it is remark- 
ably long, and when fully extended 
reaches almost if not quite an inch be- 
yond the point of the bill. It is not 
flat, like the crow’s, but round and 
fleshy, and has a sharp, horny point, 
which, by looking at it very closely, we 
see has a series of barbs on both sides. 

In the meantime our hands have 
doubtless been pricked by the bird’s 
tail feathers, each feather being stiff, 
bristly and pointed at the end. Some 
of the larger woodpeckers — the pileated 
and ivorybill, for instance — have this 
singular kind of tail feather highly de- 
veloped. The main stem or shaft of the 
feather is much larger than usual, and 
each barb growing from this shaft is 
curved downward and inward and is 
strong and pointed. Comparing this 
feather with the flat tail feather of a 
crow, we see at once how different it is 
in form. 

The wings do not impress us as in 
any way unusual. They are neither 
very long nor very short, but the ar- 
rangement of the toes is so peculiar 
that they were at once commented upon 
by a blind girl, to whom I had handed 
a specimen of one of these birds. In- 
stead of the disposition common to most 
birds, three tees directed forward and 
one backward, we discover two front 
toes and two hind ones, and we will 
note also that each toe is armed with a 
strong curved nail.
